In installing Accotile, the method illustrated 
by the photographs at the right is followed. 
After the concrete floor is thoroughly dried out, 
a layer of Armstrong’s Asphalt Cement is spread 
evenly over the entire floor to provide a binder | 
for the tiles. Next, the tiles are laid on and | 
fitted snugly together, Where a border is de- | 
sired, space is allowed around the edges. 
Border tiles are fitted and trimmed by cutting 
with a sharp knife after the tiles have been 


warmed. |

& AND BEAUTIFUL 


T is easy to keep your Accotile 
’ J floor clean and beautiful by using 
_ the method recommended by Arm- 
~ strong Cork Company. First, before 
the floor is walked on, spread a 

thin, even coat of Armstrong's 

Linogloss Wax over the floor 
,.. with a cotton cloth or with 
mY Armstrong’s Linogloss Appli- 

BR cator, and polish with straight 
a strokes in one direction. This 
1 aah “gives a lustrous satin surface. 
For a brilliant finish, go over the floor with a 
weighted brush or floor machine. A quart of 
Linogloss covers 500 to 800 square feet. 

Once waxed, daily dry-mopping will keep 
Accotile floors in excellent condition for 
months. When cleaning becomes necessary, add 
a cupful of Armstrong’s Floor Cleaner to half 
or three-quarters of a bucketful of warm (not 
scalding) water and apply with brush or mop. 
Then with a clean cloth or mop, remove the 
dirt-laden mixture and rinse with clean water. 
When dry, apply one coat of Linogloss. Al- 
though Armstrong’s Floor Cleaner gives best 
results, a mild non-gritty household soap can 
be used, Avoid gritty or strongly alkaline soaps. 

Cared for by the above method, your <gm@ 
Accotile floor will remain fresh and 
colorful for years.
